of Central Intelligence; 


b. The determination of the colors and order of 
priority for the painting of public spaces such 
as corridors, elevator foyers, and snack bars 
{as opposed to individual offices); and 
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cs The determination of the colors of paint to be 
made available fér individual offices as new 
painting is required.

/ detailed instructions and requirements to the interior decorator. 


3. In selecting an interior decorator you are requested 
to bear in mind that we should have advice from just one individual 
or firm who would be expected to present a master plan for the 
entire building and who would be available to serve on a continuing 
basis as we identify other areas requiring the services of a pro- 
fessional interior decorator. The selection of the interior decorator 
will be the responsibility of the DDS, however we suggest that this 


be done in coordination with the Chairman of the Fine Arts Commis- 
_ sion. 
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
